His descrip-' 
tion drew an objection from de- 
fense counsel. 

In his opening statement be- 
fore a jury of. 12 men in the 
court-.of United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves, Scheu- 
fler charged: that Mrs. Heady 
prepared the ransom notes in | 
her St. Joseph (Mo.) home two | 
days in advance of the kidnap- | 
ing of the Greenlease child on' 
Sept. 28. 

“The evidence will show that‘ 
Hall planned the kidnaping and |

“The United States Govern- 
ment is still of the opinion that 
the best way of reducing inter- 
national tension is to persevere 
in constructive efforts for the 
progressive ‘solution of outstand- 
ing problems, starting with those 
which most urgently require an 


early settlement,” the ‘American 
note said. 

| “With this in mind, the United 
States Government proposed a 
meeting of four Foreign Minis- 
ters in order to reach agreement 
on Germany, especially on its re- 
unification in freedom, and on 
the Austrian state treaty. In the 
same spirit, it is continuing its 
efforts to enable the political 
conference on Korea to take 
place.” 

The death of Soviet Prime 
Minister Stalin early this year 
roused hopes in some quarters 
in the Western world that the 
Russians might now be prepared 
to embark on a poliey of greater 
“softness” in world affairs than 
they had followed under Stalin. 
It was partly in response to 
these hopes that the United 
States, Britain and France pro- 
posed a Big Four meeting on the 
German and Austrian issues. 

The exchange of notes which 
has followed has dashed these 
hopes, however. Moscow has

Ht WILL SEEK 10 
AMEND TAFT ACT 


Calls Labor Law Funda- 
mentally Sound but in 
Need of Some Changes 
to Make It Fair to 
All. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) 
~President Eisenhower told the 
CIO today he will ask Congress 
next January to amend the Taft- 
Hartley Act so as to make it 
“absolutely fair to the laboring 
men and women of this nation, 
to management, and to the pub- 
lic at large.” 

In a letter to CIO President 
Walter Reuther, to be read at 
the organization's convention at 
Cleveland, Eisenhower repeated 
his previously expressed view 
that the labor law is “fundamen- 


tally sound” but should be 
changed in some respects. 
“For months,” Eisenhower 


said, “members of the Adminis- 
tration have been engaged in a 
searching study of the act. 
“Our objective is to recom- 
mend improvement in order to 
make possible a more free and 
vigorous collective bargaining 
process, to reduce Government 
intervention -in labor-manage- 
ment relations, and to promote 
sound and peaceful industrial 
relationships so essential to the 
economic well-being of Ameri-

Eisenhower said he has asked 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell, who 
is attending the CIO convention, 
to give him a report on the or- 
ganization’s “ideas on matters of 
legislation and public policy.” 

Mitchell, a Republican, was 
named to the Cabinet several 
weeks ago after Martin P. Dur- 
kin, a Democrat and AFL union 
official, resigned in.a dispute 
with the President over Taft- 
Hartley amendments. 


BIG BUSINESS RUNS 
U.S., REUTHER SAYS

CLEVELAND, Nov..16—Sharp 
criticism of the domestic policies 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion was incorporated today in a 
report by Walter P. Reuther, 
president of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, submit- 
ted at the opening of its fifteenth 
annual convention 
Reviewing the state of the 
nation from the union’s view- 
point,‘Reuther assailed “‘McCar- 
thyism” as a menace to democ- 
racy and said that “so far the 
Administration has not chosen 
to apply to Senator McCarthy 
the precepts of the ‘moral cru- 
sade’ on which it campaigned.” 
Cites ‘Reactionary Forces.’ 
Reuther, in his first report as 
c1IO president, depicted the 
Eisenhower Administration as 
being influenced by big  busi- 
ness and traced the development 
of what he deemed to be reac- 
tionary forces both in and out 
of Congress affecting the na- 
tional economy. 
Reuther praised Presttent 
Eisenhower for some his ac- 
tions, primarily related to for- 
eign policy. In a 115-page report 
Reuther mentioned President 
Eisenhower's rededication of 
America to a policy of interna- 
tional co-operation, as outlined 
before the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors last spring; 
co-operation with the West Ger- 
man government in establishing 
food depots for exploited people 
of East German; his statement at 
Dartmouth College against book 
burning; leadership in bringing 
peace to Korea; appointment of 
Gov.-Earl Warren of California 
“to be Chief Justice of the United 
States: creation of a Govern- 
ment committee on contract com- 
pliance to help fight racial dis- 
crimination, support of con-

“Our criticism of the Presi- 
dent on the other hand,”’ Reuther 
said, “has ranged over a num- 
ber of issues. We recognize the 
President’s apparent desire to 
resist domination by the ex- 
tremist right wing of the Re- 
publican party—a group that 
has little sympathy for interna- 
tional co-operation, civil liber- 
ties, government activity to pro- 
vide gontinued full employment 
and government support of civil 
rights measures. 

“But we, in all frankness and 
in good conscience, must recog- 
nize that the President’s opposi- 
tion to this hard core of Repub- 
lican party reaction has often 
been vacillating and without the 
strength which the President’s 
popularity in the 1953 elections 
gave to him in fighting the re- 
actionaries of his own party.” 

jects Middle-of-Road Claim. 
After detailing what he re- 
garded as major reactionary 
trends, including failure to 
amend the Taft-Hartley Act, 
Reuther said: 

“On the record, ‘organized 
labor has seen little to encour- 
age full acceptance of President 
Eisenhower’s oft-repeated state- 
ment that his Administration is 
a “middle-of-the-road” Admin- 
istration. 

“The fact is that to a degree 
unparalleled in decades, the di- 
rection of the Administration’s 
policies has been turned over by 
the President to certain con- 
gressional leaders, to members 
of his Cabinet, to heads of in- 
dependent agencies, and to in- 
fluential members of the White 
House staff. 

“Most of these men and wom- 
en would have difficulty in rec- 
ognizing the middle-of-the-road. 
They are, instead, driving their 
Cadillacs down the right-hand 
sidewalk—and the poor pedes- 
trians are forced to scatter for 
safety.” 

Specific developments enu- 
merated by Reuther included the 
drive of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers “to foist 
upon the people an economically 
disastrous national sales tax in 
the guise of a manufacturers, 
excise tax’; the United States 
Chamber of Commerce campaign 
to revamp social security; the at- 
tack of the American Medical 
Association on the Veteran’s Ad- 
ministration and the Public 
Health Service; the electric 
power lobby attack on TVA and 
other public power projects; the 
housing lobby’s campaign against 
public housing projects; the oil 
lobby’s “successful give-away of 
tidelands oil’’ and efforts to turn 
over western grazing lands to 
private interests. 

Turning fo suppression of civil 
liberties, “described at home and 
abroad as McCarthyism,” Reu- 
ther said that such _ tactics 
comprise “the equally vicious 
and irresponsible actions of Sen- 
ator Jenner of Indiana, Senator 
McCarran of Nevada, Represen- 
tative Velde of Illinois and 
others who are using the coun- 
try’s hate of Communism as a 
political instrument to intimi- 
date liberals and to instill doubt 
concerning the essential values 
of the Bill of -Rights.” 

‘More Dangerous Than Reds. 

Reuther added that the Mc- 
Carthy - Jenner-Velde technique 
of “unsupported accusations and 
ignoring of fundamental rights 
may be more disastrous to the 
country than anything that the 
small and diminishing Commu- 
nist party has ever been able to 
devise.” 

During a European tour last 
summer, Reuther recalled, in 
connection with the anti-Com- 
munist International Confedera- 
tion of Free Trade Unions, he 
was repeatedly asked about “the 
apparent appeasement of Mc- 
Carthy by large sections of the 
Eisenhower Administration” and

Louis C. (Red) Smith, ex-con- 
vict and former Egan gangster, 
surrendered today on a United 
States District Court indictment 
charging attempted evasion of 
$17,416 in federal income taxes 
for 1947. 

The indictment had been re- 
ported to Chief Judge George H. 
Moore last Friday but was sup- 
pressed pending Smith’s appre- 
hension. 

Paul Dillon, St. Louis attorney 
and Democratic politician, who 
was indicted at the same time 
Friday on an attempted tax eva- 
sion charge, also surrendered to- 
day and was released on $2000 
bond signed by Joseph Webbe, 
professional bondsman. 

Reported $3690 Income. 

The Smith indictment charged 
he reported his adjusted gross 
income for 1947 as $3690 and 
tax due as $343, whereas in fact 
his net income was $39,984 and 
the tax due $17,759.

Interest’ Act, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) 
Herbert A: Bergson, 44 years 


old, a former assistant Attorney 
General in the Truman Admin- 
istration, was indicted today on 
charges of violating the “conflict 
of interest” law governing activi- 
ties of attorneys who used to 
work for the Government. 

Bergson, accompanied by two 
attorneys, was in the courtroom 
of United States District Judge 
Edward A. ‘Tamm when. the 
grand jury returned the two- 
count indictment. 

Bergson waived formal read- 
ing of the charge and entered 
an immediate plea of not guilty. 

The charge is a misdemeanor 
punishable by a maximum pen- 
alty of a year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. 

The law Bergson is charged 
with violating forbids a Govern- 
ment employe from represent- 
ing private interests in any claim 
against the Government with 
which he was concerned as a 
Government employe, within two 
years after leaving federal em- 
ploy. 

Immediately after the return 
of the indictment, Bergson is- 
suted a statement saying the in- 
dictment could not have been 
obtained “had the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States no 
been willing to degrade the high 
office with which he is entrusted 
in reckless disregard of his 
sworn duty.” 

Through his attorney, John J. 
Wilson, Bergson said he wants 
an early trial without a jury, and 
suggested next Monday. Such 
a trial would leave it up to the 
judge to decide factual as well 
as legal issues. 

Judge Tamm said he would re- 
fer the request to Chief Judge 
Bolitha J. Laws, who assigns 
cases for trial. 

Meantime, Bergson was re- 
leased on $500 bond. 

Bergson has contended that 
the “conflict of interests” law 
prohibits only prosecution of 
money claims againstt the gov- 
ernment, and nothing else. 

Brownell, in ordering a grand 
jury investigation of activities 
of a number of farmer Govern- 
ment attorneys some weeks ago, 
said in his judgment the word- 
ing was “broad enough to encom- 
pass representation in any mat- 
ter in which the United States 
has any interest whatsoever.” 

The case against Bergson thus 
hinges largely on the court’s in- 
terpretation of the law. 


U.9. AND PAKISTAN 


Far-Reaching Conse- 
quences in South 
Asia, Premier Says. 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru has served 
notice on the United States and 
Pakistan that any military pact 
between them would “have some 
very far-reaching consequences 
in the whole structure of things 
in south Asia.” 

Nehru, who stated earlier that 
India would consider United 
States military aid to Pakistan 
an unfriendly act, discussed at a 
press conference yesterday re- 
ports from abroad that the 
United States was considering 
arms aid for Pakistan in return 
for bases. He added that India 
has taken the matter up “rather 


informally” with Washington. 
Asked about United States 

arms aid for Pakistan, he said: 
“I should like to answer the 


question when something more | 


precise and definite is known. 
There has been not only a great 
deal of talk about such a pact, 
but things seem to have gone 
pretty far. The press in the 
United States has said a great 
deal about it, apparently with 


authority. And in Pakistan there | 


are indications that this is hap- 
pening. 

Matter of Intense Concern. 

“It is a matter of most intense 
concern to us. Pakistan can 
have bases, foreign armies, and 
anything it likes. It is open to 
it to give up its independence 
if it likes or limit it, but we are 
concerned with the  conmse- 
quences of these actions and 
watching developments with the 
greatest care.” 

British informants in London 
said Wednesday the United 
States and Pakistan were nego- 
tiating on the bases. A spokes- 
man for Britain’s Commonwealth 
Relations office said London had 
not been informed or consulted 
about the talks, although “they 
are known to be going on.” The 
spokesman emphasized that Pa- 
kistan as a free member of the 
British Commonwealth was free 
to make foreign agreements and 
pointed out that Britain itself 
was not in a position to supply 
Pakistan’s defense needs. 

Talks on Pact Denied. 

In Washington, however, of- 
ficials said last week that while 
defense of the entire Middle 
East was getting top-leved con- 
sideration, no negotiations with

Pravda Uses Poem to Ridicule 


Criticism of Robin Hood in U.S. 


Verse Full of Errors Says Only ‘Boneheads’ 
Consider Story of Outlaw Dangerous 
to Read. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Pravda resorted to poetry today 
to ridicule “the boneheaded 
gentlemen” of Indiana who de- 
manded that the story of Robin 
Hood be purged because he was 
considered Communist. 


The paper, organ of the Com- 
munist party, said American 
news agency reports cited an In- 
diana committee claim that 
Robin Hood was a Red “because 
he robbed the rich to help the 
poor.” 


(What the news agency dis- 
patches actually said was that 
Mrs. Thomas Smith, one mem- 
ber of an Indiana commission 
appointed to advise on _ text- 
books, accused the Communists 
of using Robin Hood’s story for 
propaganda purposes.) 

Here is the text of a poem 
by N. Gribachev which rhymes 
in Russian but does not in trans- 
lation: 

“*Twas decided by the court 


of fools, 

By the committee of bone- 
heads, 

That Robin Hood has be- 
come dangerous, 

A defender of the poor, 

He called the common peo- 

ple to 

Take the path of struggle. 

That means he was a Com- 

munist 

And that’s that. 

So the gentlemen ordered 

For that reason 

That the gates to America 

Be closed to him forever. 

The fools reached a foolish 
decision 

And if he could return to 
life for a moment 

Robin Hood would have a 
good laugh at their stu- 
pidity.” 


Indiana Will Not Bar Robin 
Hood Story From Children. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 16 (UP) 
—Indiana Gov. George Craig 
indicated today that he would 
take no action to prevent 
Hoosier children from reading 
about Robin Hood. 

Mrs. Thomas J, White, a mem- 
ber of the state textbook com- 
mission, charged last week that 
the Robin Hood legend promotes 
Communism because the English 
outlaw believed in robbing the 
rich to aid the poor. 

Craig didn’t go so far as to 
give Robin Hood a clean bill of 
health, merely remarking that 
“It’s been a long time since any- 
body read Robin Hood to me.” 
But he indicated he would take 
no action to bar accounts of the 
bowman’s activities from li- 
braries and schools in the state. 
Mrs. White had urged also that 
references to the Quaker re- 
ligion be stricken from Hoosier 
schoolbooks.

OLD PAPERS MAY 
SHED LIGHT ON 
EARLY CHRISTIANS 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Nov. 
16 (AP)—Acquisition of impor- 
tant manuscripts dating back to 
the Second Century which may 
shed new light on the early his- 
tory of Christianity, was an- 
nounced here yesterday by the 
C. G. Jung Institute. 

The institute, headed by the 
eminent psychiatrist, Dr. Carl 
Gustav ‘Jung, acquired the man- 
uscripts in May 1952 with the 
financial aid of George H. Page, 
an American living in Switzer- 
land. The purchase price was 
not disclosed. 

The documents will. be known 
as the Jung codex and were part 
of a collection discovered by 
Egyptian peasants at Nag Ham- 
madi on the upper Nile in 1946. 
Some of the others are in the 
Coptic museum in Cairo. 

Dr. Gilles Quipsel, professor 
of Ancient Christian Literature 
at the University of Utrecht, 
who has been in charge of work 
on the manuscripts, said they 
are fairly well preserved, though 
some pages are missing. 
Although they date from the 
Fourth Century and are in Cop- 
tic script, he said they are ac- 
tually translations from Greek 
texts written in the middle of 
the Second Century by Valen- 
tius, founder of one of the most 
important Gnostic schools, or by 
one of his students.

“It disturbs me,” said Saudek who has been 
in radio as well as television, “when, riding in 
a commuter’s train, I hear two young television 
salesmen sitting behind me and discussing this 
enormous new business in exactly the same 
terms that radio salesmen used in the same 
commuter train 20 years ago. 

“Where are the inventive minds? Where are 
the original ways of doing business? Why should 
television, one of the newest, shiniest, most 
glamorous callings of the twentieth century be 
lagging so far behind aviation, for instance, 
which has in the past 20 years moved from the 
fabric-covered biplane through the DC-3 and 
the Constellation to the turbo-prop and now 
the jet-propelled aircraft” 

Why, indeed?

“NOTHING INTERESTING has happened to 
radio and television scheduling since the Hoover 
Administration,” declared Saudek. “There is a 
program manager, a script editor, a production 
manager, a traffic manager and an announcing 
staff. There always was. This group has charge 
of a big basket that contains a disorderly assort- 
ment of half hours, quarter hours and minutes 
starting in the early hours and ending late at 
night. It is disorderly because there is no pat- 
tern to it, there is no logic to it, there is no 
plan behind it, there is no danger to it. 

“Just suppose, for a minute, that the four 
television works decided they would be a 
wayward bus, as far away from today’s program 
pattern as 1963 is far from today. SuppoSe each 
network decided to create a clearly identifiable 
character for itself.

SAUDEK CONCEDES that might not be the 
best pattern for TV to follow but he throws it 
out simply as a different pattern, asa sort of 
bomb to unsettle the already rigid behavior pat- 
tern of TV programming. ft is, as I see it, a 
‘plea for somebody to do some thinking on what 
television should do. Practically nobody is. Tele- 
‘vision, un electronic miracle that could hardly 
‘miss, is being allowed to develop by accident. 

It wasn’t always this way. In the early days 
of TV, there was a lot of intensive thinking 
largely because there wasn’t any money. When 
money entered, thought fled. Today it’s hard 
to find a single constructive idea bruited about. 
The air is alive with self-congratulation because 
(a) the money is rolling in (b) the audience is 
huge and growing and presumably, satisfied.

At 
first he planned to shoot 
the interiors on the back 
lot of a movie studio and 
the big battles in the hills 
around Los Angeles. His 
second notion was a more 
ambitious one—to make a 
deal with Pancho Villa, 
the famous outlaw, and 
photograph some of his 
actual raids and battles.

ACTING AS AIKEN’S representative, Frank M. Thayer 
went to Mexico and made contact with Villa. For the first 
half hour the bandit played hard to get but then, for the 
sake of posterity, he agreed to co-operate. All he asked in 
return was star billing, 25,000 American dollars and a hefty 
chunk of the profits. 

Surprisingly enough, the generalissimo more than 
lived up to the letter of the pact. First, to make sure the 
cameraman would have plenty of light to work with, he 
agreed to fight only between the hours of 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
Second, at the request of L. M. Burrud, the chief lensman, 
he issued orders that his soldiers were to hold their fire 
until the enemy was in focus. Third—and this on his own 
insistence—he showed up each morning in plenty of time 
to let a makeup man touch up his features for the close-ups.

DURING THE WEEKS which followed, the Mutual 
cameramen recorded thousands of feet of authentic mayhem. 
And, from start to finish, everything was made easy for the 
men who were documenting the bandit’s feats for posterity. 

On one occasion, when Villa was short of trucks and 
had to choose between sending camera supplies or ammuni- 

’ tion to a battlefield, he let his canoneers wait. On another 
occasion—the attack on the town of Ojinaga across the 

Rio Grande from Presidio, Tex.—he postponed a raid until 

the cameras were set up for maximum results. During this 

raid, he pulled his men back and had them attack all over 
again so the photographers could get the necessary retakes.

WHEN BURRUD and his men returned to New York, 
the “takes” were run off for the Mutual executives who 
were all primed to witness the most exciting war shots ever 
filmed, At it turned out, however, they were badly let down. 
Actual death they found, on film at least, was a lot less 
realistic than acted-out death. Real battles, even when care- 
fully stage-managed, were sprawling, dirty, unglamorous 
affairs. There were a few exciting shots, of course, but 
taken in toto there was little in the Mexican footage on 
which to base a full-length picture. 

In somewhat of a panic, Aiken sent out a hurry call 
for a young director named D. W. Griffith, and hired him 
to shdot a tricked-up scenario about Villa. Well, the Griffith 
version was nothing to get excited about either, but it was 
at least a film which could be shown. 

As the bossman of Mutual later put it, “For movie pur- 
poses, Griffith can make better war on a studio lot than all 
the generals from Alexander the Great to Napoleon.”

Uses Found 
For Celery

ALL and winter are celery 

time. This crisp product, 

which many of us consider 
more as a re than as vege- 
table, is at its best during the 
cool months. Once it was used 
only on special occasions- 
Thanksgiving and Christmas— 
or combined with chicken in a 
party salad, 

In those days, the whiter the 


' celery the better it was consid- 


ered. That was before Pascal 
celery with its natural green 
color was cultivated for market. 
Now we find this more flavor- 
ful. Usually even its outer stalks 
are tefider enough to use at least 
for salad. It adds not only 
flavor but texture and is a fine 
stretcher for leftover meat or 
for fresh or canned shellfish. 

We have learned to use it in 
other ways as well. Finely diced 
raw celery adds interest to any 
creamed dish. We also like 
celery cooked, either diced and 
creamed perhaps with the addi- 
tion of a few grated carrots, or 
braised in the oven with savory 
herbs and a little meat stock. 

Years ago, for some unknown 
reason, celery tonic was consid- 
.ered a remedy for any “run- 
down” condition, Today we know 
that we can count on green cel- 
ery for a certain amount of 
vitamin A. This is just another 
good reason for using plenty of 
celery. 

Luncheon Salad. 

One and one-half cups diced 
cooked chicken or turkey. One 
cup diced celery. One-half cup 
chopped toasted almonds. One- 
third cup mayonnaise. Sweet or 
sour cream. Salt. Paprika. 
Salad greens. One hard-cooked 
egg. Two tablespoons drained 
capers or sliced stuffed olives. 

Mix chicken or turkey, celery 
and almonds. Blend mayonnaise 
with cream and add. Add salt 
and paprika to taste. Serve on 
bed of salad greens and garnish 
with sliced hard-cooked egg and 
capers or olives. Yield: four 
servings. 

Stuffed Celery. 

Select thin stalks of celery 
and cut them in three-inch 
pieces. Blend equal parts of 
cream and blue cheese. Stir in 
enough sherry to moisten. Stuff 
celery pieces and sprinkle with 
paprika, or dip each in minced 
parsley. 


Pizza Roll-Ups 

Ingredients: One cup grated 
cheddar cheese, one-third cup 
canned tomato yen one-half 
cup chopped ripe olives, one- 
eighth teaspoon dried crushed 
oregnano or chili powder, 14 thin 
slices bread, three tablespoons 
butter or margarine (melted). 

Method: Mix cheese, tomato 
sauce, ripe olives and oregano. 
Trim crusts from bread and 
spread with cheese mixture. Roll 
each slice like a miniature jelly 
roll; fasten with a pick. Brush 
with melted butter and lay on 
baking sheet. Bake in hot (400 
degrees) oven until crisp and 
browned — about 15 minutes. 
Serve at once. Makes 14 small 
rolls; cut them in half if you 
want daintier hors d'oeuvres.

CRACKS IN FLOORS. 


NE of the disadvantages of 
QO living in an old home is that 

old time builders often used 
a single layer of wide planks for 
flooring. 

Now these old planks are very 
attractive and decorators will 
often pay a high price for them, 
but when there is only a single 
layer of them a good deal of dust 
and dirt filters up through the 
cracks and the cracks themselves 
catch a considerable amount of 
debris, 


The best time to deal with 
eracks between floor boards is in 
the winter when the heating sys- 
tem is going. The heat will dry 
out the wood so that the cracks 
will be at their widest and if 
properly filled at this time 
should remain tight for a good 
many years. 

The first step is to clean out 
the crack and for this you'll need 
an icepick, knife or screwdriver, 
depending upon the size of the 
crack and a vacuum cleaner if 
you happen to have one handy. 

Once the cracks are clean you 
can get about the job of filling 
them. If they are wide your best 
bet is to get strips of wood that 
match the original flooring and 
glue them into the cracks. This 
is a tedious job as each strip will 
lrave to be cut so that it just fits 
the cracks but it makes a nice 
looking job. After the glue is 


hard the top of the strips can be 
planed down and finished to 
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match the rest of the flooring. 

The other method is with a 
wood filler which also requires 
time but isn’t quite to exacting 
as the wood strips. 

If you don’t mind the cracks 
but do mind the dust and dirt 
that filter up through them try 


covering over the underside of 
the floor with plywood or plas- 
terboard.

High Meat Diet

F you are going to have a baby, you should eat more 
| meee Babies are healthier if their mothers eat more pro- 

tein during pregnancy. A study of 602 expectant mothers 
and their babies shows this. 

It adds additional evidence to previous studies show- 
ing a close relationship between what a mother eats, her 
baby’s health, and the complications of pregnancy.. 

The best sources of protein are lean meat and cottage 
eheese. Other cheeses contain protein but they are mostly 
fat. Similarly, you have to eat too much fat to get enough 


| protein from nuts. 


x «xk x 
IN THIS STUDY of 602 expectant mothers, some of 


them were allowed to eat as they wished. The amounts of 
meat eaten by 120 of them was stepped up to increase their 
protein intake. : 

The more protein the mothers ate, the healthier were 
the babies. The connection between the extra meat and the 
babies’ health was so significant that it could not have hap- 
pened once in 10,000 times by chance. 

A high meat diet also aids in preventing spontaneous 
abortions during pregnancy. These expectant mothers eat- 


fing three ounces or more of protein a day had no mis- 


earriages compafed with those on lower protein diets, 


| Additional meat also seemed to. ward off anemia to some 


extent. 
Although the group of mothers on the high protein 
diet gained less weight during pregnancy, their babies were 


about the same size as those of the entire group studied.

PROTEINS ARE ONE of the three classes of food ele- 
ments. The other two are carbohydrates (sugars and 
starches) and fats. Proteins are one food element that the 
body cannot do without. Proteins are made up of very 
complicated chemicals called amino acids. These are the 
building blocks of body tissue—of skin, muscle, glands, and 
the many complicated chemical messengers in the body we 
know as hormones, such as the adrenal hormones and 
insulin. 

Three out of five expectant mothers eating diets of 
their own choosing ate as little as two ounces of protein a 
day. They tend to skip protein foods as do older people, 
who also need to eat more proteins for the sake of their 
health. Eating more meat is well worth while for the 
babies’ sake as well as the mothers’. 

However, meat does not work miracles. For instance, 
the higher protein diet does not prevent premature babies 
nor shorten labor nor avoid certain illnesses which some- 
times are brought on by pregnancy. 

ven so, eating more protein is well worth while. It 
doesn’t matter whether you eat it as canned meat, fish, or 
fowl, or as cottage cheese, except that beef has more of 
eertain minerals and vitamins useful to the body.

City Art Museum's Program Has Been Friday Morning 
Capsule of Culture Since the First Telecast in 1947

N a sizzling day this past 
() summer, a woman walked 

into the City Art Museum 
and paused uncertainly at the 
information desk. She had come, 
she said, especially to see the 
Christmas display that had been 
on television last December. 


The display had long since 
been dismantled and the sepa- 
rate pieces replaced in their 
accustomed niches in the Mu- 
seum’s galleries. But the attend- 
ant was delighted to show the 
visitor where she could find 
them because, even though she 
was a few months late, she was 
one of the many St. Louisans 
who had been lured to the Mu- 
seum by the capsule art courses 
presented on television. every 
Friday morning from 9:30 to 
9:45‘ by the educational staff. 


In fact, that’s just why the 
programs were launched .an 
KSD-TV in March, 1947, and 
have remained on the alr ever 
since. Through the medium of 
television, the programs take art 
to the people in tantalizing bits 
so that the people, in turn, will 
go to the Museum to learn more 
about what they’ve seen and 
heard. 

Mrs. Edwin Grossman, of the 
Museum's educational staff, who 
thotght up the series, estimates 
that more than 4,000,000 view- 
ers are in the television audi- 
ence each year. 

“City Art Museum was the 
first in the country to present 
such a program on more than 
an experimental basis,” she 
said. “And today, it’s one of 
the few doing anything with 
television at all. 

“We have no way of knowing 
how many of the Museum visi- 
tors were brought there by 
what they saw og television, but 
we do know, that there’s always 
an in interest in a cer- 
tain subject after if has been 
discussed on television.” 

That subject might be any- 
thing from Picasso to Peruvian 
art, or from Swedish textiles to 
modern silver. There’s no limi 
just so it’s related to the fiel 
of art. One speaker will dis- 
play art objects of a certain era 
and tell about the craftsman. 
Another will demonstrate on 
the air how fine articles are 
made by modern craftsmanship. 

Speakers usually are from the 
Museum's administrative or ed- 
ucationa]l staff, but occasional 
guests who are experts in par- 
ticular subjects or representa- 
tives of groups using Museum 
facilities are invited to partici- 
pate. ’ 

The programs are presented 
in the studios of KSD-TV and 
every Friday morning, members 
of the Museum’s staff arrive 
with armloads of precious art 
objects or mounted photographs 
to illustrate their lectures. They 
occasionally bring paintings, but 
photographs and prints are not 
only easier to transport but are 
equally effective on the televi- 
sion screen. 

To put the programs on in the 
Museum itself would entail far 
more time and money than are 
available, officials learned early 
in the game. As a gala celebra- 
tion of the institution's fortieth 
anniversary in October 1947, the 
first known telecast of an actual 


exhibition ever to be presented 
from a museum was set up by 
the educational department and 
conducted by Director Perry T. 
Rathbone and Mrs. Grossman, 
with civic leaders and artists as 
other participants. 


For the event, negotiations 
were begun two months in ad- 
vance. Insta.lation and _ dis- 
mantling of the intricate equip- 
ment required three days. A 
thousand feet of cable were 
used and a special power board 
set up to provide current for 
the brilliant lights. A relay 
transmitter was mounted on the 
roof of the Museum to send the 
picture to KSD-TV from where 
it was rebroadcast from the sta- 
tion’s tower. 


“By these complicated means,” 
Mrs. Grossman wrote later in a 
Museum bulletin, “this small 
army of experts were able to put 
on a show which, to the casual 
observer iu his easy chair at 
home, seemed simple and in- 
formal.” 

ee ee 


ND that’s just the impres- 
A tion the Museum wants to 

make as it carries art to the 
people. The Friday morning cap- 
sule courses in culture are far 
less formal and elaborate, but 
great art works as well as mod- 
ern crafts form the background 
of the discussions. The schedule 
is divided among members of 
the educational department who 
select their own subjects and— 
even though none had prior telé- 
vision writing experience—pre- 
pare .their .own scripts. The 
scripts are written in .business- 


like fashion, in keeping with 
television requirements, and the 
speaker arrives at the studio 
early enough to go over the art 
work and camera directions with 
station personnel and make any 
necessary last-minute changes. 


As the second hand of the wall 
clock sweeps toward 9:30, the 
speaker is seated at a table at 
one end of the studio which has 
been transformed by the miracle 
of television into a miniature 
museum. On split-second tim- 
ing, the camera dollies in for the 
traditional opening, a photograph 
of the Art Museum with the fa- 
miliar figure of St. Louis at its 
front door overlooking Art Hill. 
Then ‘modern science and know- 
how together carry the painstak- 
ing craftsmanship and genius of 
the past into twentieth-century 
living rooms. 

The invisible art class, scat- 
tered throughout the KSD-TV 
area, composed of housewives, 
students, business men, children 
and shut-ins, sees @n the screen 
the work of great artists of yes- 
terday and today, just as though 
on a peronally-conducted tour 
through the Museum itself. 

There have been playlets, 
films, demonstrations of silver- 
craft and pottery making, fur- 
niture design, posters. There 
have been discussions of exca- 
vations in Greece, programs com- 
bining good art and good music, 
lectures on current exhibitions 
of special interest. 

“Our program is broad enough 
to include all forms of art and 
its related subjects,” said Mrs. 
Grossman. “Our only purpose is 
to bring this to the people in
